He was a man of ahundant phyetcal energy, 
however, and none of his friends, @ithough 
odcasiondlly alarmed about him, anticipated 
any serious breakdown. In fact, it was 
thought when he wernt to New York in April, 
1809, to practice Jaw, that he would recover 
his good health completely as the result of 
dhis. retirement from public life. 

‘Apparentiy; however, the same thing hap- 
pened in his case as in #0 many others, the 
cessation of strenuous work and'the relaxa- 
tion of the nervous tension bringing about a 
collapse. which would probably have been de- 
ferred if former modes of life had continued. 


His Defeated Aspirations. : 

Mr. Reed retired from publiec-life entirely 
over three years ago, but he\loved to come 
down here while congress was in session, and 
génerally maneged a Supreme court 
éase on hand as an excuse for his visits. 
He followed the course of public affairs with 
intense eagerness, but all his Comments were 
filled with a strain of bitter sarcasm. He 
was too big a man to be broken hearted by 
defeat, but he was a sensible enougi?-man 
to know that when he failed to secure the 
presidency in 1896 he failed for ever. It 


used to please him, -however, to, think that 


he was in the same class with Henry Clay, 
James G. Biaine, and one or two other po- 
tical and intellectual giants, who were, in 
a way, too big to be presidents. 

When this statement was made to him by 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent just about the 
time of his retirement from congress he 
laughed in a happy. kind of way, and then 
said, with a smile: ‘“ That's a pretty bril- 
Hant excuse for rank failure, don't you 
think so?” 


His ‘Heart ‘in Politics. 

He made money at the law in New York, 
but Tom. Reed's heart was always at the 
capital. He used to laugh at the senate, and 
yet when the house adjourned in time he al- 
most. always walked over and-took a seat 
where he could listen to the debate. 

It is probable that no one knew how bitter 
was Mr. Reed's chagrin at being defeated 
for the presidency in 1896 by the man whom 
he had himself beaten for the speakership, 
and whom he had himself appointed as chair- 
man of the ways and meanscommittee.. Mr. 
Reed showed this chagrin, but it was in 
the way of bitter and caustic comment on the 
policies at the opening days of the McKinley 
administration. He did not wait to see the 
end of that administration, but left congress 
and went to New York, where he engaged in . 
the successful practice of law and’ began 
earning the fortune which he had despised 
in the earlier portion of his career. ‘It:may 

-be too much to say that his collapse could be 

caused in any way even by a great political 
disappointment seven-years before, but those 
who are best acquainted with him, and loved 
him most, know that since the St. Louis con- 
vention of 1896 he has looked at everything 
with jaundiced eyes, and this frame of mind 
would naturally react: upon: a’slightly dis- 
ordered liver and in the end produce the 
serious condition which has brought him 
‘tonight face to face with death. 

People sometimes recover ‘from such at- 
tacks as that’from which the former speaker 
of the hougse,.the greatest parliaméntarian of 
this ‘generation, is now suffering. Such re- 
coveries are rare, however, and in. the great

Inquiry into the death of fourteen men by 
suffocation in the Lincoln hotel, 176 Madison 
street, yesterday morning was begun by 
Coroner John E. Traeger late in the after- 
noon. 

Witnesses of the fire and employés about 
the building were summoned to tell the jury 


what.they knew of the circumstances which 


made it possible for so many persons to lose 


their lives in a fire where the property loss 


was less than $3,000. 

When the blame is placed some portion of

Details of the Problem. 

Washington, D..C., Dec. 4.—The -navy de- 
partment has made public the. elements of 
the great naval search problem, on which the 
combined European, North. Atlantic, and 
South Atlantic fleets are to begin work to- 
morrow in the West Indies. The rules which | 
are to govern in this mimic, warfare are as 
follows: 

“The white fleet includes vessels of com- 
mands of Rear Admirals Sumner and Crown- 
inshield, combined under former: The blue 
fleet includes’ vessels’ “under” Rear Admiral 
Higginson. 

“In the afternoori of Dec. 5 the blue fleet 
learns that one ‘of its scouts sighted the 
white fleet Dee. 2, in latitude 15 degrees 
north, longitude 45 west, a position about 
900 miles to the eastward of Barbadoes. 

“The white fleet represents an advanced 
detachment of:an enemy, whose object is 
to secure a base in the Porto ‘Rican waters 
between and including Mayaguez .on- the 
west, ahd Great Harbor, Culebra, on the 
east; also’ to mine the main ship channel 
of the port seized before 6 p. m., Dec. 10, 
at which time the problem ends. 

“ (a) If it enters the port selected and has 
worked one hour in laying mines before the 
arrival of a blue force 50 per cent greater 
than its own, it wins. 

“(b) If it enters the port and completes 
the mining of the channel before the arrival] 
‘of a blue force double {ts own it wins. 

“ White loses if interrupted by superior 
blue force at sea, or in less than one hour 
after it enters the port. 

“The blue force, to win, must: (a) With q 
superior force meet the white fleet at sea 
or within one hour after it ‘has anchored 
in the. port selected. (b) If the white 
force has been at anchor more than one 
hour, but not long enough to plant all 
its mines, the blue force ,»must be 50 per 
cent greater than the white.’ 


MOROS ARE MORE FRIENDLY. 


Capt. Pershing Visits the Native Chiefs 
and Feeling Towards Ameri

| MANILA, Dec. 4.—The trip of Capt. John 
J. Pershing, the commander of the forces 
that have been fighting against the rebel- 
ilous Moros in Mindanao, to the country of 
the friendly chiefs has increased the friend- 
ly feeling toward the Americans. While on 
his trip the friendly Moros showed the cap- 
tain a spot where there was a good view 
of sunken gunboats sevent> feet beneath the 
| surface of Lake Lanao. It is belleved that 
‘six of these gunboats were scuttled by the 
Spaniards while escaping from Zamboanga 
when the Moros were victorious in the in- 
surrection of 1896. The captain and his men 
had a hard trip, but are well pleased with 
the results. 

A fire, the origin of which has not been ex- 
plained, has swept over Dumaguete, the cap- 
ital of oriental Negros. The municipal and 
provincial buildings, with large stores of 
rice, were destroyed. 

An American syndicate has purchased the 
largest coffee plantation in northepn Luzon 
and will start farming on the latest methods. 

Constabulary Inspector Hendryx, who was 
reported to have been killed in Samar, has 
been found alive, though badly wounded, 
after the fight with the Ladrones Nov.. 25. 
The inspector wandered through the jungle 
for nearly a week and his wounds became 
gangrened, but he is expected to recover. 


NO COAL IN FREEZING OMAHA. 


Schools Forced to Close and Much Suf- 


ree Caused by Shortage 


Neb... Dec. 4.—{Spectal.]}—The cold 
wave has caused intense suffering among 
the poorer and even the fairly well to do 
classes on account of the lack of coal. Yes- 
terday and today in Omaha the coal firms 
were swamped with orders. There is no an- 
thracite to be had. Two Omaha schools ant 
a large number of schools throughout the 
state were closed today on this account. The 
Omaha street cars, fitted with hard coal 
stoves, were without fites. The charity or- 
ganizations and police forces of the cities 
have more than they can do to take care of 
the needy. The wooden sidewalks and fences 
are disappearing at a wholesale rate, to be 
used for kindling.

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RINCESS. MAFALDA, the new 
daughter of the king and queen of 
Italy, has the dowager queen of Port- 
ugal as her. godmother, and owes her 
name to the fact that a former princess 
of the house of Savoy, married to a Portu- 
guese prince, and who is famous in Portu- 
guese history, was known by this name. 
Mafalda is the Italian for the English Maud 
and for the German and French Mathilde. 
so that the name js not so outlandish as at 
first sight it might appear to American eyes. 

Queen Pia, who, like all princesses of the 
house of Savoy, is a woman of remarkable 
strength of character, will come to Rome 
for the christening, and as on the occasion of 
her previous visit in-;jthe capital of het 
nephew, will abstain from paying any call 
at the vatican. It may be remembered that 
when shé was last in Rome the cardinal sec- 
retary of state intimated that in spite of 
the*fact that she was staying at.the quirinal 
the pope would receive her in audience, thus 
breaking through for the first time the rule 
established by Pius IX. of declining to re- 
ceive any Catholic prince or princess of the 
blood who crossed the threshold of the 
quirinal.

fectionately worded telegram expressing her 
joy over his escape, and her horror at the 
attempt on his life. Ledpold, however, de- 
clined to give any acknowledgment to the 
message, and is just as bitter as ever against 


‘his second daughter.

Joseph have no counterpart elsewhere in the 
world, save at Washington. They take place 
principally on Thursday, but also often on 
other days of the week, and on these days the 
emperor is accessible to the humblest of his 
subjects, great nobles and high dignitaries 
rubbing shoulders with peasants, working- 
men, and petty tradespeople in his ante- 
chambers. The emperor receives each one 
separately in his private room, standing by 
the side or in front of his desk, and usually is 
quite alone. He never asks any one to sit 
down, nor does he sit down himself, places 
his visitors at their ease in a kindly fatherly 
manner, quickly finds out what they want, 
makes a note of it, or else summons an A. D, 
Cc. to do so, and then dismisses the visitor 
with a slight bow or inclination of the head. 
Sometimes the emperor will receive in this 
way as many as seventy or eighty people in 
the course of a single morning, and this of 
course involves a considerable amount of 
physical as well as mental fatigue, espe- 
cially in connection with the — so ng 
on one’ s fect. 


Let me add that all the Barges: monarchs 
receive standing, save on ceremonious oceas- 
ions of great state, when they take their 
seat on the throne. 

lt is said that when the present emperor 
of Germany succeeded to the throne, having 
regard for the age and infirmity of the late 
Prince Bismarck, and likewise for the fact 
that he had known him from early childhood, 
he requested him to take a seat when he 
came for the first time to make his report.to 
him on current affairs as chancellor. The 
prince declined to do so, stating that in Prus- 
sia ministers, when making thelr reports, 
had always stood in the presence of their sov- 
ereign, and that with the emperor's permis- 
sion he would prefer to do so to the end. 

The kaiser exclaimed: ‘‘ Well, perhaps you 
are right.’’ But he thereupon rose from his 
own seat, and,. like the chancellor, re- 
mained standing throughout the audience. 
The late Queen Victoria always sat when re- 
ceiving her ministers, but did not invite 
them to take a seat, and itis well known that 
the prolonged standing was sometimes a 
severe tax on elderly statesmen, such as the 
Grand Old Man—that is, W. E. Gladstone— 
Lord Beaconstield, Lord Cross, and others. 

Few people are aware that the present 
prime minister of England can ‘trace in an 
unbroken line his ancestry to King Robert 
Bruce of Scotland, through the distaff 
side, it is true, Margaret Bruce, daughter 
of King. Robert and sister of King David,

Lawyers Try to Hold Negro.

Ellfott, was takén before Judge Mc- 
Ewen, where he waived examination and was 
held to the grand jury. | 

The bench warrant charged him with em- 
bezzling money belonging to .Mary Brigla. 
The girl had presented her complaint to As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Sprogle, and he, in 
turn, laid the story befote Judge McEwen 


and requested the warrant. The Brigla com- 


plaint was only one of many, and wasselected 
merely as a specific charge: The misuse of 
tunds of other persons will be laid before 
the December grand jury.. Mr. Deneen him- 
self will take charge of the complaints, and, 

if indictments are returned, will conduct the 
prosecution. 


-Makes No Defense. 


When Wickersham appeared before Jus- 
tice Severson in the morning Justice Chott 
made his complaint, and Attorney Elliott, 
for the defendant, asked for a continuance, 
but the request was denied. Elliott then an- 
nounced that his client. would make no de- 
fense, after which Justice Severson held 
Wickersham to the grand jury. 

Wickersham took no active part in the 
proceedings beyond offering suggestions to 
his lawyer.

BIG FLEET ARRIVES JN. PORT. 


Sailors Thankful to ‘Come Sefely 
Through Fierce Storm Prevail- 
ing on the Lake. 


From stormy Lake Michigan yesterday 
came one of the largest fleets of steam and 
sail vessels to reach port in a month, and
